SOME LOFTY TALK 
by Government counsel that it was beneath the 
dignity of the Government to discuss such mat- 
ters in the press, but the cunning lawyers for 
the defense have forced the Government to the 
defensive, and eompelled it to appear in the 
forum of popular opinion to appeal for an ex- 
cuse for the acts of its agents, some of whom 
were possibly criminal, some of whom were cer- 
tainiy as gullibie and stupid as men 
dealing with men can be. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brewster was present to explain 
to the Cabinet this marvelous statement with 
which he bas bad so littie to do, and be has- 
tened from Philadelphia yesterday by an wnus- 
val train to get here two hours earlier, that he 
might be lu time to read before the special Cab- 
inet meeting the defense which che special coun- 
sel bad prepared, That document is 
TEN THOUSAND WORDS IN LENGTH, 
and will not, one of the officials at the Vepart- 
ment ot Justice said, be given out tomorrow, 
because there are conscientious scruples 
about submitting it for publication on 
Sunday. Some time next week,  there- 
fore, the laegard Government will send out 
a broadside auswer to the aflidavits presented 
by the nimbie and quick-witted defendants’ 
counsel, published ten days ago. The Govern- 
ment hopes to be able to prove a conspiracy, as 
the result of which these designing agents were 
putin their service, and the marvelous exbibi- 
tion of the last two months made possibile. 
Meanwhile it cannot be learned that the grand 
jury of the District has been asked to consider 
the poiats which the Government will present. 
THE DOCUMENTS,

GOLD CERTIFICATES. 
THE KICK AGAINST ACTON, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., Oct. 21.—It seems that 
Secretary Folger was accredited with too much 
good sense when it was stated that be had con- 
cluded that it was unjust to require all parts of 
the country to wait until Sub-Treasurer Acton 
at New York shall find time tosign the gold 
certificates before the other cities can receive 
any. Secretary Folger denies the statements of 
bis subordinates that he had come to such a con- 
clusion, and says that the system of issuing the 
currency of the country by the signature of one 
man is to continue. This new decision can 
scarcely failto attract attention in Congress, 
particularly as the bankers of the West are be- 
coming indignant at this gross piece of favorit- 
ism, which gives New York an odvantage that it 
is impossibie for citizens of any other communi- 
ty to enjoy, and requires the bankers and im- 
porters of other cities to pay express charges on 
their gold certificates from New York, provided 
they can obtain them at all. Judge Folger bas 
no authority of law for such discrimination in 
the interests of the New York importers and of 
WALL STREET, 
On the contrarary, his ruling is tending al- 
ready, and will further tend to nullify the spirit 
of the Gold -Certificate law, primarily to satisfy 
the vanity of an old friend who bappens to be 
Sub-Treasurer at New York, and, secondly, it 
capnat be denied, in the interests of New York 
and awainst the West. The Western men will 
undoubtediy insist that this act is a usur- 
ation.

THE VALUE OF WOMEN. 

Mr. Charles W. Elliott, in the August North 
Ameri¢an Review, bad the hardihood to 
assert that women are today of much less in- 
dustrial value than they were in the days 
when it was fashionable for women to weave, 
and spin, and dook, and that it is absurd for 
any ond to claim that they can compete with 
man as a worker. Mr. Elliott's deductions 
were not drawn from any prejudice against 
the sex, but froin purely physical conditions, 
such asthe smaller size of the female brain 
and the weaker and more delicate character 
ot her Organization, and hence he urges that 
the objects of a girl’s education should de 
child-bearing ahd the care of a home. inthe 
November number of the same magazine 
Mrs, Julia Ward Howe, the old-time defender 
of women, replies to Mr, Elliott, and it may 
be said, as might have been expected, that 
beth writers go to extremes, and while al- 
fecting to be unprejudiced, approach their 
topics in the most prejudiced manner and 
with considerable heat, neither of them 
recognizing the great natural truth that man 
and woman are complementary to each other, 
and that all the talking and writing in the 
world cannot alter it. 

In her reply, Mrs. Howe makes some very 
strong points, but she falls to recognize the 
middle course, in which lies safety. One of 
Mr. Elliott’s strongest points was that the 
introduction of machinery has aifected the 
labor value of women more than men, and 
this Mrs. Howe denies at the very outset, but 
in attempting to maintain her own she 
drifts dangerously near to Mr. Elliott’s 
position, She gays: 


How shall we compute the money value of the 
discovery of America by Columbus, or state io 
a round sum that of the bervism of Tell, Winkel- 
ried, or Washington ¢ What does a martyrdom 
amount toin coin of the realm? Or, to bring 
such questions down to personality, what was 
your mother worth to you? What the mother 
of your children? Your friend? Your tavorit 
ebild or companion? This country is full of

women whose ihdustry and economy enable as 


many men to kdep a nome and to rear a fainily. 
The work of these women is mostly unnoticed 
in the world at large. Its value can only be 
found th the fact that society could not exist 
without it. 


What is this in substance but an acknowl- 
edgment that Mr. Elliott was right when he 
asserted that the only proper education for 
girls was housework, and that child-bearing 
was their main duty? It seems to us that 
Mrs. Howe might have answered Mr. Kli- 
ott’s depreciation of the industrial value of 
woman by showing that she has not yet had 
the opportunity of developing her industrial 
value and never will have it until great, lazy, 
gentee] hulks of men are driven out of posi- 
tions which do not require strength, which 
belong to women, and which women can fill 
more effectively than men. Were there some 
power bo drive these usurpers out of female 
positions in dry-goods stores, in shoe stores, 
in jewelry stores, and in numerous other 
shops und place them at work where they 
could use their muscle, the industrial value 
of women would then be known, and if they 
are not competent to do this class of work it 
would soon be known also. 

Mrs. Howe goes much further and ventures 
upon some social problems which, it seems 
to us, have nothing to do with the industrial 
value of woman. For instance, she diseoy- 
ers that cultured women are not so much 
disposed to marry as they used to be, and 
adds: With the growth of culture and the 
enlargement of freedom a distasteful mar- 
riage becomes more and more repugnant to 
our stheme of thought. For civilized 
women, child-bearing is only justifiable un- 
der strict conditions of respect, refinement, 
and syitupathy.” A very pertinent reply 
might be made to this, if there were space 
and time in a daily paper, by an analysis of 
what modern culture means; and were such 
an analysis made it would discover, first, 
that women who give themselves up to cult- 
ure in its modern artificialism and super- 
ficialism have no time for any duties of mar- 
riage, no time to be at home or to adorn 
and beautify a home, and, in vulgar 
parlange, that there is no use in going home 
until all the other places are shut up. See- 
ond, it would be discovered that the tenden- 
ey of modern culture is to induce this belief 
and cynicism, and to inspire a feeling, not of 
honor, perhaps, but of absolute fear upon the 
part of the sterner sex when marriage the 
natural condition—is contemplated, Third, 
it would be discovered that distasteful mar- 
riages are one of the results of modern 
culture so far as that culture is revealea in 
literatare and on the stage. There is scarce- 
ly a su¢cessful modern novel or play which 
does not turn upon illicit love, feebly glossed 
over, or contempt for the sacredness of the 
marriage tie. The risine generation, which 
is already wiser than previous generations 
were at maturity, cannot read the literary 
provenier served up for them dy the fashion- 
able agil successful writers in our maga- 
zines without being impressed by the con- 
viction that it would be perfectly legit- 
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imate for them to wed one person 
loving another, or that in ease they found 
some one after marriage they loved better it 
would be perfectly legitimate to say 80, and 
that some happy contingency would arise in 
which the distastefel bond could be severed, 
and they could seek their affinity and cherish 
it—until they found another. Aud this kind 
of literature is written by authors of both 


patronized in this era of “the growth of 
culture and the enlargement of freedom ” 
by men and women who claim to be respect- 
able, And yet in the face of this, poor Mrs. 
Howe laments that “one of the ill signs of 
the times is the growing inclination on the 
part of young men to withdraw themselves 
from the most improving of influences— 
the companionship of intelligent and culti- 
vated women.” When culture ceases to draw 
its votaries into such dangerous surround- 
ings, when it starts from a basis of manli- 
ness, when It ceases to fill its literature with 
women’s men and gives men’s men a chance, 
when it defends the marriage tle, and when

A SICKENING OUTRAGE. 

The Stock-Yards and the Jackson street 
market are every day sending out to be eaten 
by the unsuspecting people of Chicago thou- 
sands of pounds of meat little better than 
carrion. The revelations which have been 
made during the last fortnight by Tun 
TRIBUNE’s reporters, who have followed the 
ghoulish trame from the incoming cattle 
cars through theslaughter-pens of the Stock- 
Yards to the stalls of the Jackson street 
market, are enough to make vegetarians of 
the whole population. 

For want of a State inspection at the Stock- 
Yards, and for want of a performance of 
duty at the market by the City Inspectors, all 
the diseased, dying, and disabled cattie of 
the whole country round about us that can 
be got into Chicago before life becomes ex- 
tinct are brought here, slaughtered, and 
eaten. The rule of the business is that any- 
thing that is not dead before the slaughter- 
house knife can get to its throat is good 
enough for Chicago people to eat. Cows 
with feculent sores, beeves with flesh 
poisoned by the torture of broken limbs. 
calves prematurely born in the slaughter- 
house of diseased mothers, just killed. sheep 
with the snuffles, consumptive cattle cough- 


plague, living carrion—anything in fact that 
is not stone-dead carrion— passes muster as 
fit food. Gangrenous, cancerous, feverish, 
pithisical, tuberculous; scrofulous animals 
are killed and sold, and go into the blood of 
the children, men, and women of this city. 

While the Board of Health, and sanitary 
engineers, and latter-day plumbers, and anx- 
ious parents are standing guard over soll- 
pipes and caich-basina, the germs of trichi- 
niasis, typhoid, consumption, and scrofula 
and vermicular horrors are placed upon the 
family table. The Stock-Yards and the Jack- 
son street market are centres for the propa- 
gation of the diseases of cattle among human 
beings. Pasteur, Bastian, Tyndall, and Koch 
are studying out under the microscope the 
secrets of the growth of these infinitesimal 
devil-fish of disease, while our Stock-Yards 
scalpers and their confederate ghouls, the 
butchers, are introducing into our stomachs 
every species of malignant microbe that in- 
fests animal life. Without doubt many of 
the zymotic diseases that ravage the city 
} originate in contaminated meat eaten under- 
done. Science has demonstrated beyond a 
cavil that the spores, bacteria, tubercles, mi- 
crobes, germs of the diseases of fhen and ani- 
mals are intercommunicable. 

There is no State law to reach this out- 
rage. The State Board of Health were able 
to exercise some control over the Texas fever 
in 1869, but their power does not extend to 
these chronic plagues that we have with us 
always. A system of State inspection that 
will cover the whole traffic in meat in the 
city ana out of it is an imperative need that 
the Legisiature must not neglect another ses- 
sign as they did the last. Nothing can be 
hoped tor from the city authorities. The 
best Mayor,” “the finest police” are too 
busy preventing the contagion of reform 
from infecting the brothels and gambling- 
hells. They have no time to spare to look 
after the enforcement of ordinances that 
would save the life and health of those who 
contribute only taxes to the support of the 
force, 

An estray from the Board of Health will 
once ina while dump out a rotten basket 
of potatoes in South Water street, but that is 
all. The official eye looks as indulgently on 
rotten meat as on rotten virtue, but if it fat- 
tens on the latter, it knows enough to leave 
the first to the poor and ignorant. The crim- 
inal classes of the city are the pets of our ad- 
ministrators. Mike McDonald has more in- 
fluence today in the City Government than 
could ever be won with the present incum- 
bents by a united delegation of all our clergy- 
men. So long as the interlacmg rings of the 
City-Holl. the faro parlors of Clark street, and 
darker resorts can continue to wind them- 
selves about the City Government, what do the 
ringsters care about the sale of putresdent 
food? Why should not parasites of vice 
look with a fellow-feeling upon parasites in 
meat ? 


THE FOUR GRACES. 

The English papers are lamenting that the 
American demand is taking away the great 
artists from their stage and leaving them only 
people of mediocre talent. This would ap- 
pear to be the case when it ils considered that 
four of the most prominent artists in Europe 
Mrs. Langtry, Mme.

Whether they will do anything for art re- 
mains to be seen; they will do much for 
money and more for vanity.

It will be Mrs, Langtry’s first visit, and 
there can be no question that the pink and 
white divinity, whose fame as the Jersey 
Lily has preceded her, wiil draw great 
crowds.

A great vocaiist, 
without being a great artist, she will never- 
theless carry away a sregt deal of

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The Raster Resolutions in the County 
Convention, 

The Illinois Staats- Zeitung yesterday 
printed the following: 

Tue TRIBUNE says that “these resolutions”’ 
(viz.: resolutions directed against ali kinds of 
prohibitory legislation “were as much out of 
place and as foreign to the purposes of the con- 
vention as if they had beeu adopted at a con- 
vention of owners of Sbort- Horus.“ Now, it so 
buppens that on Monday, Oct. 16, Mr. Joseph 
Medill “jotted down" a string of resolutions, as 
boldly and unequivocally opposing all probib- 
itory legisiation as those which, ou the 1ollow- 
ing day, were adopted by the County Conven- 
ion. Those resolutions Mr. Medill, when set- 
ting out tor Detroit on Monday evening, left 


in charge of bis mwanag.ng-editor, Mr. Pat- 
terson, with the distinct understand 
that they ‘should be introduced to an 


adopted by the County Convention. Very 
probably they would have been, if another set 
of resolutions expressing the same, seutiments 
that were expressed in Mr. Mediil's bad not been 
prepared six days before and been revised and 
approved of by a aumber of prominent Repub- 
licans, every one of them a-native American, 
bora ot English-speaking parents. As it wha, 
Mr. Mediums resolutions, hien virtually were 
the same as those adopted by the convention, 
failed to materialize. That is ali there is io Tus 
Tutnust's bitterness toward the action of the 
County Convention in adopting the sentiments 
of Mr. Joseph Medill couched in words some- 
what differing from those of nis sciection. 

These are the facts of the case: 

Monday afternoon, while the primaries were 
in progress, several prominent Republicans, 
afterwards delegates to the County Convention, 
came to Tage Tinu editorial roms. They 
asked for the editor-ia-chiet and explained that 
their purpose was to consult with him iu relation 
to certain resolution’ which, it was stated, Mr. 
Raster bad prepared, and which were to be in- 
troduced in the County Convention the next 

y. These resolutions, it was said, were of a 
very violent and ultra character, and were Cal- 
culuted to breed discord and contention and to 
injure the party. Mr. Medill was then absent on 
a visit to the Town of Pullman, and was not ex- 
pected back unkll evening. The visitors were so 
informed. They requested that be should be told 
of the Raster resolutions and asked to draw up 
a series of counter-resolutions more judicious 
and temperate in tone, which might be offered 
in the convention as a substitute for the Raster 
resolutions. This message was delivered to Mr. 
Medill on his return from Puliman about 6 
O clock. 

Mr. Medill replied that he was to take the train 
for Detroit that evening, and had not had bis 
dinner, and bad little time to spare. He added 
that as he bad not seen Mr. Raster's resolutions 
it would be very difficult to write anything on 
the subject as a “substitute,” and that he 
doubted the policy of introducimg any resolu- 
tions on the temperance question Mmto the con- 
vention, as it had no control over the matter. 
He promised, however, to pencil off something, 
which the managing editor was to hand to the 
gentiemen who made the request; andif the 
Rayer resolutions were introduced then those 
mightulso be, when both would be referred toa 
committee, and it could report something or 
nothing as might be thought best. 

When the managum editor returned to the of- 
fice he fouod two drafts of some brief resolu- 
tions lying on his desk with a note from the 
editor-in-cbief saying that the gentiemen who 
desired to have them written migut take their 
choice or reject them both if they did not like 
them, as that in the few minutes’ time he bad 
for their preparation he bad “been unable to 
produce resolutions to his satisfaction.“ 

The resvlutions which he prepared were as 
follows: 

WHEREAS, The people of Cook County are 
cosmopolitan io natiouality, social babits, and 
customs, and cannot all be made to conform to 
the peculiar notions of any class in respect to 
sumptuary matters; 

Form 1. Iesalved, That while we have great 
faith in the potency of moral suasion to rescue 
men from inebriate (intemperate?) habits, we 
deem coercive teetotalism as ilwpracticable, and 
think it unwise to meddie with the social papbits 
of the temperate multitude in the vain attempt 
to restrain the intemperate indulgence of the 


few. , 

Resolved, That experience has demonstrated 
that a proper system of license, tu Aton, and 
regulation is the most feasible meifiod of deai- 
ing with the evils of the liquor traffic, and that 
prohibition enactments cannot be enforced 
where public opinion ts against them. 

Form No. 2. Resolved, That while we have 
strong faith in the putency of moral means to 
rescue men from intemperate habits, we deem 
corrcive teetotalism as impracticable in execu- 
tion and ugpvail.ne as a means of reforming 
the appetite for intoxicantdé. 

Resvived, That experience bas shown that a 
proper system of license taxation is the most 
feasible metbod of dealing with the liquor trat 
fic, as it minimizes its evils and relieves the tax- 
pyers of a portion of the public expense it en- 
taiis. 

The next morning at 10 o’clock—the hour for 
the meeting of the convention—the managing 
editor called upon Mr. Raster and read Mr. Me- 
dill’s resolutions to bim, thinking it was courte- 
ous and wise to give the former an opportunity 
to accept them if be saw fit. This Mr. Raster 
declined to do; he did not, as stated in an after- 
noon paper, read his own resolutions, nor, on re- 
flection, will be say that he did. Mr. Raster was 
distinctly told that the Medili resolutions were 
to be offered as a substitute for his in committee 
—asit was not imagined that the convention 
would be rash enough to adopt any resolu uon 
without reference to a committee. 

The interview was entirely friendly on both 
sides. and after an interchange of civilities the 
visitor took bis leave and went directly to Mo- 
Cormick Hall, where the convention was then 
ln session. The resolutions were handed to one 
of the delegates who had desired Mr. Medill to 
prepare them, to be used if a proper occasion 
should arise. 


It will be seen that the resolutions which Mr. 


Raster says are * essentially the same.“ or if 
anything more violent” in character than his 
own, are precisely ina line with the utterances 
of THE TRIBUNE on this subject during the last 
ten years. They are such resolutions as the 
editor of Tux TRIBUNE, on being asxed to pro- 
pare resolutions, would naturally be expected to 
prepare. Tdere are just five poluts to be kept 
in mind in this connection: 

I. That the Mevill resolutions were prepared 
“by special request” of delerates. 

2. That they were drawn with full knowledge 
that the Raster resolutions were ja existence, 
and that the latter weré understood to be of an 
3 natura, calculated to breed dis- 
cord. 

3. That they were not intended to be intro- 
duced in the convention (where it was thought 
Guy resolutions would be out of piace) as 
original propositions, but merely as substitutes 
for the Raster resolutions, to prevent great 
injury to the party which it was f the 
latter might do, and which they are 

4. The Medill resolutions, unlike 
ter, do not assume to 1 
the Legislature as to the course they 
sue, if elected, on the temperance

believing that future decisions would be less sat- 
isfactory than the past. In one court twelve ap- 
plications were made about farms whose collect- 
ive rent was £425.

traordinary range of the demands raised by the 


Italian ‘Irreaenta’ party is best shown by the 
statements of the official Elements of Geog- 
raphy,’ published in 1877, for the use of schools. 
In this publication scholars are informed thet 
Italy is now divided politically into the Ital- 
iam Kingdom, the Republic of San Marino, the 
Tyrol, and Istria, which are part of Austria; 
Corsica and Nice, which depeud on France; the 
Ticino, Which is included in Switzerland; and 
Malta, which depends on England. Trieste, it 
should be noted, has belonged to the Hapsburgs 
for 500 years; and Malta is not Italiano by oa- 
tionality, ber people being hybrids, who speak 6 
dialect of Arabic. The Irredentists would show 
themselves better informed and quite as prac- 
tical if they claimed a more important island— 
namely: Britain. There is no doubt that it was 
an Italian province once, and no evidence tbat 
Rome ever surrendered ber claim, either by 
treuty or decree. The Emperor, when be with- 
drew the legions, only told the peopie to defend 
themselves: just as we told the New~-Zealand- 
era, who are, nevertheless, ber Majesty's sub- 
jects. As it is laid down in the new code that 
Nullum tempus oceurrit Italie,“ Britian is a 
dependency of Rome, and should be reclaimed 
at once. There are quite as many Itallans in 
London as in Malta.” 


A writer in the London Times gives 
some figures which, in his judgment, indicate 
the rapid deciioe of the Chinese Empire in pop- 
ulation, often mentioned by travelers of late 
years. The Pekin Goveroment took the census 
of the Empire in 1812, and stated the population 
at 360,000,000. No general census bas been taken 
since, but one was published recently of the 
Province of Chekiang, and the population was 
found to have declined from 26.266000 to II. 
570,000. This is a decline of 60 per cent, and is 
shown to be accurate by the decline of the land- 
tax from 5,856,000 taels to 2,120,000 taels. There 
ja nothing to prove that the case of Chekiang is 
exceptional, and there is, therefore, much 
probability that the foreign idea of the decline 
of the whole Empire is correct. All the V ice- 
ruys in reporting upon ftiaance make the same 
statements. Chinese figures are nearly wortu- 
less, and the interest of the Governors in 
underestimating revenue is strong; but the ap- 
pearance of decline is reported from too many 
sides to be passed over as imaginary. The 
causes are reported to be rebellions and famines, 
but the numbers of the people may be at last 
pressing too heavily on the means of sub- 
sigtence. 
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THE next general election in Italy has 
been fixed for the end of this month, and will be 
ove of singular interest. The numder of elect- 
ors bas been increased fourfold, and now in- 
cludes every Man who can read and write, while 
the election will be taken by scrutin de liste, 
instead of by districts. The result is expected 
to be the extinction of groups and the forma- 
tion of a strong majority which will govern 
Italy for some years. The nature of this o&jor- 
ity is unknown, but the moderate Liberals ex- 
pect victory, as both the Reactionaries and the 
Priest party bave raised the Jingo banner. The 
former say that Italy bas not enough prestige in 
Europe, and should increase her navy, while the 
latter desire to redeem Italia Irredenta, includ- 
ing Trieste. It is thought that such projects 
will irritate the electoral mass, Italians pos- 
sessing a fund of shrewd common sense. The 
people, too, are very beavily taaed. The Ministry, 
bowever, have taken a great leap in the dark, 
and may tind that the new electors desire things 
which only new men will consent to give them.

Proceedings to Be Institated Against 
Dr. Gustave Fischer and Uadertaker 
Cermak, 

Dr. Gustave Fischer, of No. 200 West Twelfth 
street, bas run afoul of Dr. De Wolf again, and 
this time the latter is really mad and proposes 
to see if something cannot be dune to stop what 
Dr. Fischer is aliewed to bave been several 
times guilty of—that is, the concealment of 
sinall-pox cases.

An Open-Board-eof-Trade Manin Trou- 
ble. 

Frank H. Morricai filed a bill yesterday against 
F. M. Baxter, President of the Open Board of 
Trade, W. D. French, Vice-President, and F. H. 
Jobnson, F. G. Logan, H. C. Gray, L. J. Lamson, 
C. L. Lee, G. H. Hunt, A. C. Miller, and J. M. 
White, Directors of the board, to prevent them 
from suspending bim from the privileges of the 
board, He says be became a member of the 
open board on payment of $250.

In one sense it doubt- 
less is—that is, to play it so as to embody 
the highest ideal of the character, and that 
largely because there is no one acknowledged 
ideal, every critic forming his own, and nat- 
urally squaring the actor’s efforts to his own 
mental standard. But apart from this, in- 
stead of Hamlet being the most difficult of 
roles, it is in reality one of the easiest; it 
plays jitself. Every playgoer, too, is so 
familiar with the text, and every line of that 
text ted. with so many mein- 
ori it. only, delivered = with 
=f power and emphasis, 

ii cannot help but please. The sit- 
uations, again, are intensely dramatic; the 
dialogs so pregnant with meaning; ‘the 
soliioquies so full of beauty and suggestive of 
things undreamed of in the philosophies of 
your poor Hvratios, that a little genuine 
talent, backed by respectable elocution, a de- 
cent presence, and a scholarly appreciation 
of the niceties of the original, will go a long 
way to making a fairly acceptabie and en- 
joyable persouation. To this extent Mr. 
jeorge Miin was successful, and when ali 
has been said that can be said about his 
faults: nis offensive contortions, his ranting, 
his want of dignity, his overweening con- 
ceit, the fact remains that his Hamlet is a 
spirited, scholarly, well-conceived, and, on 
the whole, fairly effective personation. 
Whether experience will develop and ripen 
it inte anything higher remains to be seen, 
if indeeti Mr. Min will so far Subdue his 
constitutional impatience as to continue on 
this new stage for any length of time.

While Shakspearé oécupied the boards at 
the Grand Opera-House, contemporary dra 
nia, if there is such a thing, was represented 
at Haverly’s Theatre by Mr. A. M. Palmer’s 
Union Satiare company. To... criticise 
“Tights o' London as a literary composi- 
tion would be absurd. Toany such dignity 
it can make no pretentions. From first to 
last it contains not one glimpse of poetry, 
not one.revelation of high thought or feel- 
ing: and it is just possible that its talented 
compiler, Mr. G. R. Simms, would be the 
first to disclaim literary honors. But an 
acting play Lights o’ London“ is as good 
as anything eise of its kind now 
on the boards. The plot, though 
stale as last week’s news, serves its purpose 
in affording an opportunity to the scene- 
painter and carpenter for the exercise of 
their art, and it is only fair to state that in 
this case they fully avail themselves of the 
chance. The scenery is really very fine, 
notably the sets representing the park and 
grounds of Armytage Hall and Regent’s 
Park by moonlight; as also, for various rea- 
sons, the interior of Armytage Arms, which 
last is a delicious reminder of one of the 
coziest features of provincial social English 
life. But it is to the general excellence of 
the acting that the success of the per- 
formance must be attributed, and the 
scrupulous care and perfection of 
driilshown by every member of the com- 
pany. Specially good is the character-part 
of Scth Preene as enacted by Mr. J. H. Stod- 
dart, whose personation will compare favor- 
ably with that of its London creator, Mr. 
Speakman. Another excellent example of 
conscientious art is the Joseph Jarvis t Mr. 
John Parselle. who contrives to invest a 
somewhat thin part with artistic coloring 
and local individuality and flesh. Admirable, 
too, in their respective ways are the Harold 
Armytage of Mr. Walden Ramsay, the Mr. 
Arnwjtage of Mr. H. A. Weaver, and the Crif- 
ford Armytace of Mr. De Belleville; while 
Maud Harrison is modestly bewitching— 
what the French cali ravissant—as the boy 
Shakspeare, and Little Eva French makes a 
delightfully wicked, naive little walf.

with which the Union Square Theatre, New 
York, is to be opened Nov. 27 next, is a 
dramatization of a French novel entitled 
The Brothers,“ by Messrs, Erckmann and 
Chatrian, the well-known authors of The 
Polish Jew and a large number of other 
Alsatian novels very popular in France. 
“The Dells,“ in which Henry Irving made 
his first London success iu the character of 
Matthias, is a dramatization of The Polish 
Jew.” Messra Erekmann and Chatrian

The First National Bank people are not 
sure when they will be able to move into 
their new building at the corner of Dearborn 
and Monroe streets. The steel coutractors 
have been a little backward in completing 
the vauits, and on that account it may be 
two or three weeks yet before the bank can 
be moved. The Assistant Cashier says the 
removal can be made in forty-eight hours as 
soon as the building is ready. 

The Illinois Central Railroad Company has 
decided to lay a double instead of a single 
track to South Chicago, running through 
Cheltenham Beach, and already the work 
of construction has extended to Kallroad 
avenue. 

Loans are scarcely as active as at last re- 
port, although there is a fair demand and 
plenty of money at 6 per cert on good 
property. 

In the course of an article on Chicago’s 
manufactories the Building Journal says: 
“Statistics from the neighboring towns 
about Chicago show a wonderful interest in 
manufacturing, and a total of probably 40,000 
men employed in them andin the E * 
tablishments just within the limits. More 
than 150,000 of the population of this county 
is dependem directiy for its bread upon 
manufacturing tndustries, and still the num- 
ber of institutions new to this section is in- 
creasing. A great interest, employing nearly 
$2,000,000 capital—in itself, without any real 
estate speculation in it—is about starting at 
Garfield. The great United States Rolling 
Stock Company will build next year at South 
Chicaga; thereis still a hope of the East 
Chicago enterprise just over the line being 
perfected. there are more rumors of 
coming manufacturi industries than of 
any other additions to the gigantic business 
which Chicago and its vieinfty is conducting 
fur the world. Eastern firms are constantly 
prospecting for sites nearer the territory 
which produces the raw material, and near 
the great rail, lake, and river routes which 
distribute their products over the earth. In 
no one direction is the destiny of this great 
city more clearly foreshadowed than in that 
of manufacturing. 


BUILDING NOTES. 
FINE WEATHER AND CONTINUED ACTIVITY. 

The weather has been especially favorable 
during the gest week for building opera- 
tions, and those thus engaged have taken 
full advantage of it. 

The force of men at work on the founda- 
tion of the new Board of Trade vesterday 
completed their labor, and on Monday brick- 
layers will be put to work on the inside 
walls. Derricks were reared yesterday, and 
labor will be vigorously prosecuted until the 
first story is done at least. Word was re- 
ceived that twelve car-loads of granit were 
on the way here by the Lloosac Tunnel route, 
and it is expected to arrive early in the week. 
As soon as it comes the same gentleman who 
superintended the placing of the stones in the 
new Court-Llouse will begin with a large force 
to place the granit biocks in order ip the new 
structure. The corner-stone intended for 


the building is about ready, and it is expect- 
d to reach here some time next week. Just 
when it will come, however, is not known, 
and until definit information is received no 
arrangements for laying it will be made. It 
is intended to indulge in somewhat of a 
demonstration, which will probably be placed 
in the hands of the Masonic fraternity. The 
Building Committee has adopted an enamel 
brick for the south wall of the structure, 
which will also be used for the north wall of 
the large office building to be erected just 
south of it, fronting on Van Buren street, 
and which is something entirely new in this 
city, the brick never having been previously 
use except for decorations. The 
brick is the regular Philadelphia pressed 
with a white enamel face that 
is very durable, cannot be defaced unless 
struck a hard blow, and can be washed as 
clean and easily as a common china plate. 
The principal object in adopting the brick is 
to obtain light t could not be gained by the 
two buildings in any other way. The cost of 
the brick necessary to make the facing of the 
wall will be about $100,000, 
OTHER STRUCTURES. - 

Work on the new buildings being erectea 
by Mr. Borden at Nos. 208, 210, and 212 East 
Randolph streeteis being pushed, and last 
evening the walls had reached the fourth 
story. The new buildings at the southeast 
corner pf Adams and Market and the north- 
east corner of Adams and Franklin 
are — 22 inclosed, and the plaster- 
ers and hishers are busy completing 
their share of work. The new 
Jewett building on Market, south of Madi- 
son, extending to the river, is well above the 
foundations, and no time will be lost in or- 
der that the roof may be placed upon it this 
winter. When completed the building will 
Ai out one of the finest blocks in Chicago. 
By the close ot another week the seventh and 
last story of the Farwell! Building, covering 
the next block on the south, will have been 
completed, and the structure will be ready 
for the roof. The attention of the workmen 
will then be turned to the interior, which 
will be got ready for occupancy as soon as 
possible, The new six-story building ip course 
of erection at Nos. 19% and 201 Fifth avenue 
has reached the second story, and what will 
be the tall building at Nos. 181 to 185 has 
reached a like altitude. Everywhere the 
very best efforts are being put fortk by al! 
hands to get the most possible done before 
the severe weather, which will undoubtedly 
soon be upon ns, arrives, and excellent head- 
way in all quarters is being made. 

A NEW APARTMENT’ HOUSE ON THE NORTH 
SIDE. 

The family residence of the late Col. John- 
son. on the corner of Cass and Erie streets. 
is to be enlarged and altered into an apart- 
ment house. Cobb & Fost, architects, are 
now at work upon the plans. The builaimg,. 

when completed, is to have a frontage of 
sixty-five feet on Cass street and 150 feet on 
Erie, and is to consist ot a basement and six 
Stories, with two apartments on each floor. 
The principal entrance will be from Erie 
street, where there will be an elevator. The 
apartments will be finished entirely in hard- 
wood, and provided with all the latest im- 
vements. Each apartment will consist 
of nine or ten rooms, and nothing will be 
spared to make them as comfortable as apart- 
ments can be made. 
NEW WORK BEGUN. 

Messrs. Jaffray & Scott, architects, are 
erecting for Warder, Bushnell & Glessner, 
mauufacturers of the Champion reaper, a 
buliding at the corner of Adams and Jeffer- 
son streets which will de known as the 
Champion Building, and will be used for the 
principal offices and salesrooms of the com- 
pany. It will cover eighty feet on Adams 
street and 200 feet on Jefferson,* will be five 
stories and basement in hight, built in An- 
derson pressed brick, with trimmings in Bed- 
ford stone and terra-cotta, the last material 
to be chiefly used in ornamentation. The 
elevations will be as massively constructed 
as any of the late buildings in the business 
centre. The first-floor windows will be plain 
glass in single panes, finishing at the top 
with ornamental designs in stained glass. 
The entire front will be filled with plate- 
glass windows, 

Plans for the new St. Luke’s Hospital have 
been perfected, and al the work of con- 
struction has been begun on the Indiana av- 
enue portion of the structure, which is the 
only part of the building which will be con- 
structed this season. This main portion will 
be immediately north of the present hospital 
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to ect with the buildings on Michigan 
boulévard, but at present the lasi-na 
buildings are only in prospect. This year 
the main corridor and three pavilions on 
the north of it will be put up. Great atten- 
tion has been paid to the plans for heating 
and ventilating, and it is believed that these 
arrangements are about perfect. The cost of

As compared with this organ of such immense 
lities, what an insignificant thing is the 
imple nestling in a woman's face—a amall, nat- 
ural cavity or circular depression in the human 
cheek. chin, shoulder, or elbow. It is without 
distinguishing color and alnost without form— 
a dent, a hollow. a hole. 

There is a giri baby squirming in the cradle, 
— 1 her blue eves with her pink fists. The 
mother chucks her under the chin; the bab 
seizes the hand, her eyes beam with dawning af- 
fection, ber face blossoms into a smile and dis- 
closes dimpies in cheeks and chin. There is a 

toy baby, fat and chubby, flinging his doubied 
fists frantically about and kicking LS 
free his feet from the downy covering. 

mother chucks bim under the chin, he laughs 
and crows, and dimples 1 in bis — 
When the girl baby shail have budded and dios- 
somed into Wwomanboud some poet will say that 
* Love sits in the dimple of ber chin.” But who 
will venture to celebrate in rhyme the dimpie in 
the boy baby’s chin when that bab shall bave 
arrived at man's estate? Bah! poet who 
should devote a line to a dimple in a man’s face 
would be laughed to scorn. 

There is, then, notbing intrinsically beautiful 
in a dimple. Its merit, if it possesses any, de- 

nda wholly upon extrinsic circumstances. 
ike the eye, the dimple depends, for its ex- 
ression, upon its surroundings. It shines with 
rrowed light. Is the cheek hollow, the dimple 
becomes an ugiy de ion: is it blanched, the 
walls, so to speak, of the dimple, cast a sickly 
shade; does the invalid smile, the dimple is dis- 
torted, it becomes a mere hole, a deformity. 

There is a woman of 50: asagirl her dimples 
in cheek, chin, shoulders, and elbuws were the 
subject of sonnets. She hus become fat and 
blowzy, but she clings with fond vanity to the 
tradition embodied in the poet's sonnets. To 
exhibit her dimples she exposes her red, fat 
arms and mountainous sboulders. But the dim- 
ples have grown with her growtb and strength- 
ened with ber strength; they are cavernous, 
and, as she is moved by laughter, the walis of 
fatty matter by which they are surrounded 
trewble and shake as if about to fall Into ruin: 
and the dimple in the chin, covered with strag- 
gitng hairs interspersed with downy uoder- 
brush, resembies a wild, uncultivated valley. 

That man witb a deep dimple in bis chin is 
just emerging from the barber's chair. He is 
clean shaven with the exception of the hole ia 
nis chin called by courtesy a dimple. A terrible 
fascination attracts bim td the mirror; be has 
iooked in the giass a thousand times under simt- 
lar circumstances and koows precisely what it 
will reveal; but the temptation ts irresistible, 
and he stares with ill-repressed rage and disgust 
at the crop of stubble iv his dimple, remarking 
under bis breath, that the grizziy remnants of 
beard rising from its cavernous depths look like 
a petrified forest. 

The dimple is unquestionably a deformity un- 
less it is situated in the neighborhood of cluater- 
ing charms. Observe that angular girl with thin 
lips. Her nose is a littie twisted aside and 
sne has a cast in one eve, and a dimple in each 
cheek which would be pretty if there were any- 
thing intrinsically beautiful in dimples. Both 
her cheeks are thin and flat like ber lips, and 
when sbe compresses ber lips her dimples as- 
suine a blueish hue and resemble ugly scars. 

But there isa gir! “ receiving” in the draw- 
ing-room who adorns dimples. She seems to 
bave been created especially to wear them. She 
is tall, her tigure siender, but well rounded, 
every line a line of beauty, every motion grace 
itself. Her head and geck are superb in shape 
and poise; eyes blue, large, lustrous, proud, but 
kindly: lips full, red, pouting. but tirm almost to 
im periousness; ‘nose straight, neither too long 
nor too short, with nostrils that might, on occa- 
sion, dilate to express scorn: chin—but who 
shall describe a perfect chin--chin neither prom- 
inent nor retreating, shapely, smooth, capable 
equally of expressing the softest compliance 
and all the decision that becomes (woman: 
brows fairly arched, delicately traced, with the 
power, not the disposition, to frown; bair tinged 
with red, sunny. abundant, rebeilious, as if 
prone to hide the exquisit ears, of the hue of 
the pink seu, and caress the neck and sboulders 
—a veritable Hebe, worthy to be cup-bearer to 
the gods if civiiization had not destroyed them. 

It is on the face of this lovely girl that Nat- 
ure has appropriately bestowed dimples—not 
the chin: for the ideal chin is too firm to give 
place to Cupid's brand of love. The chin is the 
citadel of decision, and the dimple settles noth- 
ing. It is as flexible as the atmosphere; it bends 
to every thought, yields to every motion. This 
Hebe-like girl bas dimples in ber cheeks; they 
resemble the calix of a blush rose, and the 
thought of them makes lovers dream of kisses. 
When the giri smiles these parent dimples in 
her cheeks tremble, vibrate, and throw off a 
shower of huddling little dimples, which cluster 
about the corners of ber mouth as if to taste the 
honey of ber lips. These little dimples come and 
go whenever there is joy and gladness in the 
heartvas birds sing when there is sunshine in 
the sky. If now our Hebe should weep the dim- 
ples would vanish from the trembling grief- 
stricken lips and bide themselves away, as the 
sun covers its face from the storm. 

Dimples are fair-weather friends. They are 
beauty’s parasites; they feed aon smiles and 
laughter, but starve on riet and pain. They 
are drowned by tears, stunned by moans of an- 
guish, and chilled to death by the touch of mis- 
fortune. 


LYNCH’S DISTILLERY. 


The Surroundivgs in a Satisfactory 
Condition Generally. 

A reporter of Tun TRIBUNE yesterday visited 
the cattie-sheds attached to Lynch's distillery 
and made a thorough inspection of them for the 
purpose of determining what baets, if any, ex- 
isted for the complaints which bave been made 
as to their condition. The sheds extend from a 
point a littie north of Chicago avenue along the 
river to North Branch street, are 400 feet iu 
length. They cover four acrés of ground, and 
afford stall-room for about 1.500 cattle. The an- 
imais are almost a Colorado steers, and appear 
to be in good condition. It was stated that the 
stock this year was brought to Chicago in much 
better shape than usual, the pasture having 
been extra good. 

The animals were ranged in double rows, 
eighty-six in each ros A passage four feet 
wide afforded opportunity to pass between the 
rows and note the condition of the animals. 
Continuous troughs for feeding purposes run 
the entire widthof the buiiding and the space 
from head to bead, the cattle facing eagh other, 
is six feet. Sufficient space is given to each 
steer, and all are so tethered that they cannot 
harm themselves or each other. At the south 
end of the building the reporter found the ani- 
mais at their dinner. The long trou were 
partly filled with fresh distillery slop mixed with 
bay. and some of the mixture was epilied by the 
stock as they fed. By the time the north 
end of the sbeds was reached, 
meal was at an end, and me 
were busily engaged with rakes pushing the rei- 
use along the passages to the west side of the 
building. A ditch four feet wide and two feet 
deep ruos along this side and slopes gradually 
to the north end, where the refuse is discharged 
— a pit, from which it is taken by an elevator 


DUMPED INTO A STEAM-SCOW,

From the experience of bis own senses of 
sight ana smell the reporter is constramed to say 
that there was nothing unpleasant or unhealth- 
ful to be noticed in the sheds.

This 
was fresh, fur the daily product is bardly sufli- 
cient to feed the fullamount of stock in the 
sheds. ere were no accumulations of manure 
to be seen. The cattle were brought in about two 
weeks ago and will remain in the sheds until

Socialists and Poſiticians— French 
Workingmen and Their

A Glance at the Congresses op 
St. Etienne and Roanne,

Paris, France, Oct. 1.— The time is fast ap. 
proaching in France when, for a season at least, 
politics will go to the wall. Fora dozen years Past 
politicians seem to have been wrangling over 
empty words. There has been much talk of 
high-sounding, small- meaning sbibboleths, of 
“ republics which were disguised mon 
and of “ liberties ” which too often proved tobe 
negations of liberties. France is growing 
and sick of the sterile discussions—sick of all 
„Vive Gambettas!” weary of “ Vive ia Répun. 
lique!” ang Vive la Commune!” She has 
learnt to put a fitting value upon this 
claptrap, and slowly, steadily, almost silently, 
has come to despise it. Henceforward 
and for many years no mere political admin- 
istration will long de popular in France. Call 
the Ministry by the name of Gambetta—call it 
by the name of Clemenceau or © 
it by any name you choose, or even by no name 
—the result will be the same. The only Min- 
istry that can hope to stand will be 3 Ministry 
of Social Reform—one that will go to the root 
of every-day vulgar difficulties, instead of 
trifing with the bubbles upon the 
France needs a government that will improve 
the condition of her laborers; that will abolish 
administrative centralization, punish food. 
poisoners, respect religion even in its foolish 
manifestations, and give the nation 


bealth by giving it good sanitary 
laws and enforcing them. These things 
come home to dil electors, but who cares 
whether Gambetta rules or Clemenceay— 
whether “Codlin is the friend” he professes te 
be, or whether itis “Short” ? 

As signs of the times, look at the multitudine 
ous abstentions at the last two or three elec. 
tions. Better still, look at the formation and 
growth of what is coming to be called the Frenen 
workingman’s party. Party is not quite the 
right title to apply to it, either, for the group [ 
am speaking of proclaims itself an enemy of 
party. It is entirely socialistic and non-political 
in its aims, though a large fraction of it bopes 
to attain those aims by using existing political 
forms and organizations. Born of yesterday, so 
to speak, it promises to be ere long a power; 
and, bad it but fewer crazy utopisig 
in its miast to compromise and discredit it, 
would probably ere this have won a great deal 
more resPect, both inside and out of France, 
than it appears to dave won. 

Unhapplly. the Workingman’s party has nos 
yet found the right leaders. It is at present mix- 
represented by bisodthirsty ranters, like the 
irrepressible Jules Guesde, and by in 

rofessional agitators, like Citizen alon. 

hese two wortbies, with a few others—Citizeng 
Joftrin, Eudes, ete., etc.—are the central figures 
in all the pubiic demonstrations of the 
ouvrier.”” They presided over the two rivai 
bor Congresses which this weea covered them- 
seives with ridicule at St. Etieune and Roanne. 
But neither of them is likely to have an 
influence on the movement. 
of the workingmen instinctively distrust 
loud-tbroated, declamatory geatiemen, and dis- 
trust them most when they are most — 
their protestations.

The leadmg produce markets were active on 
Saturday and ranged lower. Corn was easier 
and uli else was weak. The receipts of grain 
were larger with fine weather, and those of hogs 
were expected to be large the coming week. 
Provisions were active and weak. The former 
pressure was continued, and helped by a report- 
ed decline of 6d on lard in Liverpool, while the 
local hog market was weak under a plentiful 
supply in comparison with recent estimates. 
It was asserted that the receipts of 
bogs the coming week will be any- 
where between 100,000 and 150,000 bead, and 
the easier feeling in corn was used as a lever to 
bear prives of product. The result was demor- 
alization. November pork declined about 600, 
and closed at the bottom price of the day. Other 
pork futures fell off about We. Lard for No- 
vember and the year declined Gene, and 
closed at the bottom, while the longer lard fut- 
ures were relatively steady. Ribs declined 100 
for November, with little change otherwise. 
The packers were apparently bearing the mar- 
ket on this year’s deliveries for all it was worth, 
but did not want to sell much further ahead, 
and other people were afraid to do so. 

The packing of this city since the close of 
February is reported to include 1,605,000 hogs, 
against 2,595,000 to same date last year, and 
2,818,000 to do in 1881. 

Flour was again in fair demand, though the 
market did not open tili late, and was then 
quoted a shade easier in s4ympatay with wheat. 
The inquiry was chiefly on Eastern account. 
Some of the recent purchases of flour bave been 
to cover short sales by the Troost mill, which 
has burned down. Other milistuff’ were in 
light supply and firm. 

Wheat was beavy. There was little doing in 
the early part of the day, buyers holding off, 
and later the market weakened in sympathy 
with the decline in corn. Liverpool was quoted 
tiem, and there was some export demand here 
for the lower grades, but No.2 was not wanted 
by shippers, while our receipts were larger 
(chiefly of spring), and there seemed to be no 
outside orders to trade in wheat futures. No. 2 
red fell off e, but was still above an export 
basis. November deciined le and December 
fell of 18e. the premium being reduced. The 
year was about the same as October, which das 
been the case for several days past.

MOUNT GREENWOOD. 


The New Suburban Burial-Ground.

Mount Greenwood is scarcely 
two years old. yet it is already cousiderably im- 
proved, eighty acres having been platted, of 
which thirty are ready tor occupancy, and about 
two miles of carriage-ways have been made, a 
greevhouse is completed, and the vault will be 
unished this fall. ‘The location of the cewetery 
is delightful. A ridge runs north and south, the 
sides of which slope gentiy to the 
east and west, and the whole is cov- 
erecd with a natural grove of white-oaks, 
many of which have grown toa large size. The 
ground aVérages seventy-five feet above the 
surface of the iake, and the drainage is perfect. 
The soil is a dry, molding sand, free from stones, 
and does} not cave in, thus being ay mm 
suited for the purpose to which it is devoted. 
Lawn-grass and flowers grow luxuriantly. The 
rustic style of improvement bas been followed. 
The office ia a fine piece of rustic work, and the 
fence, entrances, and seats scattered through 
the grounds are made in the same 
style. The place has none of the 
gioomy look of the old graveyard, but 
seems more like a cheerful, sunny park. 
There are now in Mount Greenwood about 30 
interments, and several fine memorial shafts, 
among them the monument erected by the Elks 
Society. Lots are offered at more reasonable 
prices thao in other cemeteries. The company 
intend to push the development of the piace, 
sparing neither pains aor expense to make it 
the Rosehill of the South Side. The facilities 
for reaching Mount Greenwood are excellent. 
Trains leave the Grand Trunk atation at 
Twelfth street at noon, and a special funeral car 
can be secured for $10. At Mount Greeaw 
there is a good station, and the company _ 
vides the conveyance oo taking funerais from 
the depot to the groun

SCRIPTURAL WINE. 
WAS THAT USED AT THE PASSOVER FER- 
MENTED AXD INTOXICATING? 

Canon Bright having consulted Dr. Eder- 
sheim (the authorof a well-known work on 
The Temple at the Time of Jesus Christ,” 
and of other works on Jewish history and 
antiquities), on the above subject, he very 
kindly replied at once, and authorized Dr. 
Bright to send his reply for insertion in the 
London Guardian. It is as follows: 

Lopers Vicaraa@e, Sept. 15, 1882.—Dear 
Dr. Bright: . . . The wine used at the 
Paschal Supper was undoubtedty fermented 
and intoxicating. In point of fact it did in- 
toxicate. A number of instances are related 
in Jer. Pes. p., 37c., &c., in which certain 
rabbis (who are named) suffered in con- 
sequence. 

in that part of the Talmud we have exact 
data about the amount of wine in the four 
cups; its kinds, color, and mixture, and even 
about the size of the cups. 

Again, in Jer. Pesach, 37d, line 23 from 
bottom, the direction of the Mishnah (Pes. 
x. 6) to the effect that it was lawful to drink 
between the first and second, but not between 
the third and fourth Paschal cups, is ex- 
plained: This for fear of becoming drunk- 
en“; it being added that such was not to be 
apprehended in regard to drinking detween 
the first and second cup, since the wine 
which was drunk while people ate rarely in- 
toxicated, but it was otherwise with wine 
drunk after food. 

Similarly, in the passage previously re- 
ferred to (p. 37, col. e), it is stated that the 
cup need not be emptied atone draught, as 
this might more easily intoxicate; and that, 
to avoid it, each ep might emptied at 
several draughts. In fact, to Avoid intoxi- 
cation, the Paschal wine was almost always 
“mixed” (as was the common custom in 
drinking wine), the ordinary proportion be- 
ing two parts of water to one of wine. a 
But this does not seem to have been the uni- 
form proportion: and strong wine was mixed 
in that of three parts water to one of wine. 
This mixing was called mesiqa, and the mix- 
ed wine mepseg. In the Jer. Talmud (Pesach, 
ie) this mixture is repeatedly referred to in 
connection with the Paschal cups. And final- 
ly, to prove this practice, in the Mishnah 
(Pes. vii. 13), it is directed that if two com- 
panies eat (the Paschal Supper) in the same 
place, the one turns its face ip the one side, 
the other to the other, und the kettle” (for 
mixing the wine with water) “stands be- 
ween mem“ 

Still further, to shew that the natural fer- 
mentation of wine could not possibly be 
ranked with leaven, the principle is distinct- 
ly laid down in the Talmud (Pes. 40a, line 8 
from top) that “the juice of fruit does not 
produce leavening.” In the Mishnah (Pes. 
ili., 1), among the things by which the Pas- 
chal reguiations are infringed is mentioned 
chometz hawdomi, “edomite vinegar,” 
which seems to have been a kind of wine in 
which fermentation was produced (or in- 
creased) by putting it in Darley; and this 
seems atone time to have been done with 
some sorts of wine in Judea (see Pes. 42b, 
line 7, ete., from top); and such wine, but 
not that by natural fermentation, would, of 
course, be interdicted. Mr. Caine quotes 
from a Mr. Frey. All 1 can say is that the 
words which he italicises are a specimen of 
tne usual mode of covering an inaccuracy by 
boldness of assertion. 

The quotation of Mr. Caine from Mr. 
Herschel is by ng means inconsistent with 
what I have stated. It refers to “beer und 
spiritous lieuors distilled from corn,” but 
has nothing todo with wine fermented in 
the natural process. 

I hope | have sufficiently established that 
the wine used at the Paschal supper and dur- 
ing the week was the ordinary fermented 
and intoxicating wine. 

May I venture to add that, in view of the 
manyand gross misstatementsconnec: i with 
Biblical antiquities and Jewish — 
in their bearing on the gospel narration and 
the history of our Lord, it would seem to me of 
the greatest importance that some means 
were devised to give to eological students 
accurate information on what so generally 
affects the proper understanding not. only of 
the Old but also of the New Testament? Be- 
lieve me, dear Dr. Bright, yours very sin- 
cerely, ALFRED EDERSHEIM. 


THE BROAD CHURCH PARTY. 
THE RELIGIOUS MOVEMENT OF THE FUTURE. 
The Broad Church school of thought has 
as yet received little notice in this country; 
but there are not wanting indications that it 
is to exercise a great influence upon the reli- 
gion of the future. Represented in England 
by such men as Arnold, Maurice, Kingsley, 
and Stanley, and in this country by the late 
John Cotton Smith and Dr. Washburn, and 
by Phillips Brooks, it could not fail to arrest 
the attention of thoughtful people. Two 
reasons have hitherto stood in the way of its 
being a popular movement: The general be- 
lief that it is allied to German rationalism, 
and the fact that, notwithstanding its theoret- 
ical sympathy with humanity, it has so 
often seemed to be a system offer- 
ing Salvation by scholarship only.“ The 
first Objection is losing its force because even 
the new German criticism itself, in a modi- 
fied form, is being gradually accepted or tol- 
erated by the church; and the second ob- 
jection will soon have reference only to the 
past, represented by Mr. Matthew Arnold’s 
religion of “ sweetness and light.“ The Broad 
Churchism of today is ceasing to be a doc- 
trinaire system, and becoming more and more 
identified with every kind of reform. The 
time may even come when the much-abused 
phrase, religion of humanity,” will repre- 
sent something more tangible than the ghost- 
like nightmare of the church of the Posi- 
tivists. In regard to this great religious 
movement of the future, the London 
Standard speaks as follows: The Evan- 
gelical party in the Church of England 
has pretty nearly run its course, and itis an 
interesting question whether the same thing 
can be said of Wesleyan Methodism. We 
may learn from the Wesleyans themselves 
that they have had grave misgivings on this 
point, almost 0 extent of doubting 
whether their days as religious community 
were not numbered. The reason is obvious. 
There has been anew departure, of liberal 
religious thought, since the days when it 
was represented by Methodism, and one that 
has nothing in common with the Protestant 
integrity of John Wesley; nor is there in 
Protestant dissent generally that peculiar 
element of culture which is essential to 
the religious liberalism in its conflict 
with the established orthodoxy. If 
the Catholic principle is to be overthrown, it 
Will not be by Methodism, nor by any other 
form of sectarian Christianity, but by that 
party within theChurch of England which 
minimizes the supernatural in all religions, 
and, to use its own language, “makes 
Christianity — 2 to thousands,” who. 
but for its being thus emasculated, could 
ever have enrolled themselves under its 
nner. Whether this is a work to be proud 
of is another question. But it is the 
Broad Church party in the Church of 
England by whom the battle against Catholi- 
cisin, whether Roman or Anglican, will ulti- 
mately be fought, and not by the antiquated 
Protestantism of either Sectaries or 
Evangelicals. We make theremark without 
any invidious reflection on these dying pow- 
ers; but it is a fact almost too obvious to be 
challen that the religious controversy of 
— day is gradually * ding itself into the 
wo great es we have men and 
that the leading intellects which still adhere 
to Christianity are ranging themselves on 
one or other of these two sides. Authority,

The semi-annual conference of the Latter- 
Day Saints (anti-polygamous Mormons) was beid 
at Lamont, IA. Rept 20-28. President Joseph 
Smith presided. he next couference will be 
held in Kirtiand, O., April 6, 1883.

The committee appointed by the associa-

It 
is believed that in this country noother instance 
is known Of such a devouring of church prop- 
erty. 

“An Ex-Candidate,” who is not in har- 
mony witk miatsterial candidating.“ inavery 
eaustic articie in the Advdnee intimates that 
ministers Can cram tor the occasion, and they 
can eteal forittoo. A brief acquaintance gives 
no knowledge of the character of the candidate, 
who is necessarily on his g behavior. Often 
the minister is deceived, but oftener the - 
pie. Chutenes frequently have their pulpits 
supplied by candidates for little or no compen- 
sation. This the Ex-Candidate denounces as an 
imposition. He does not believe in this kind of 
sponging which would not be tolerated in any of 
the active walks of woridiy life. The preacher 
is entitied to an honest compensation, and if the 
church caa@not pay it it should remaia closed. 


The wealthy Methodists of Philadelphia 
who are building tae new Trinity Church have 
planned au extraordinary edifice whichis not a 
copy of any otheron earth. The new building 
Will dave under one roof the church audito- 
rium, the Sunday-school, the dinutng-room, and 
all the coveniences that advanced architectural 
ingenuity suggest or liberal expenditure pro- 
cure. The style fs Gothic, with a profusion of 
Stainved-giass windows. One majestic poivchro- 
matic wiudow is to be twenty feet wide and forty 
feet nigh, admitting a flood of many-coiored 
light. The church will seat about 1.500 persons, 
but is so connected with the Sunday-schvol 
room that the two can be thrown into one, thus 
accommodating more than 3,000 persons. Bishop 
Simpson laid the ecorner-stone for the new builid- 
ing, assisted by Drs. Carrow, Todd, and others.

There are 900,000 nominal Christians in 
ludia, or less than 4 per cent of the popula- 
tion, Of these more than half are in the 


Madras Presidency, and are nearly all what may 
be called Historical Catholics. Of the remainder 


in the rest of India probably one-baif are also 
Catholics, which would reduce the number of 
non-Catbalic Christians to about a quarter of a 
million all told, or % per cent of the whole 
population. In China the case is some- 
what similar, though there are no trustworthy 
statistics-—-500,.0U0 Bistorical Catholics and such a 
small number of other sects as not to yield an 
appreciable percentage of the population.”
